WASHINGTON (AP) - Chief 


Justice Warren E. Burger ad- 
vised police officers today to 
use "common sense" to reduce 
tensions and calm fears. 


Recalling his own boyhood, 


Burger said dicretion by offi- 
cers on the beat builds con- 
fidence between the people and 
the police. 


On the other hand, he said in 


an address, a policeman who 
causes resentment intentionally 
is not doing his job. 


As an example of the kind of 


police behavior he favors, the 
chief justice said that in many 
European countries traffic offi- 
cers who stop a driver are re- 
quired to have him leave the 
car so the family is out of ear- 
shot. 


The chief justice recalled that 


when he sold newspapers as a 
boy in St. Paul, Minn., during 
Prohibition the "genial 
Irish 


policemen" on the beat only in- 
frequently arrested the men 
who drank hard liquor at the 
local saloon. More often, Bur- 
ger said, the officer helped car- 
ry the "hapless workingman" 
to his home and deposited him 
on the back porch. 


"I emphasize it was the back 


porch, because this policeman 
had the wit and the decency to 
take the offending father of the 
family to the rear where the 
whole episode of his delivery 
would not be observed by the 
entire neighborhood," Burger 
told police chiefs graduating 
from an FBI class. 


"Perhaps this may strike you 


as no more than an amusing 
anecdote, but the fact is, so far 
as I am concerned, it was a 
good example of a police offi- 
cer exercising judgment of a 
high order. 


"Discretion, in this sense, 


was common sense." 


Ad Valorem 
Tax Called 
Inconsistent

Dividends to Go 
Up 4 Per Cent

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Phase 2 guideline for corpo- 
ration dividends, allowing in- 
creases up to 4 per cent in 1972, 
was being viewed today as a 
suggested yardstick for the oth- 
er post-freeze guidelines still to 
come. 


The Committee on Interest 


and Dividends, headed by 
Chairman Arthur F. Burns of 
the Federal Reserve Board, an- 
nounced its standard for volun- 
tary dividend control late Tues- 
day. 


The Burns committee thus 


became first of the new eco- 
nomic agencies to lay down its 
yardstick for anti-inflationary 
behavior when President Nix- 
on's wage-price-rent freeze is 
replaced by Phase 2 controls. 


But Burns 24 hours earlier 


had given public notice in ef- 
fect that the curb on investors' 
dividen income should be in 
line with the coming controls 
on wage and salary income. He 
told the House Banking Com- 
mittee Monday his committee 
felt that the permitted increas- 
es should be "equitably related 
to increases in the incomes of 
wage earners."

He declined to divulge the 


number of deaths, but said the 
figure would be released by the 
U.S. 
Command in its regular 


casualty report on Thursday. 


The toll would have to be no 


more than two men killed. 
Records show at least one week 
since March 1965 three Ameri- 
cans were killed. 


In the first three weeks of 


this past October, the U.S. com- 
bat deaths have been fewer 
than eight a week. 


I^iird said the low number of 


American casualties is largely 
due to efforts by Gen. Crighton 
W. Abrams' progress in mod- 
ernizing of the South Vietnam- 
ese armed forces, and assump- 
tion of a greater share of the 
fighting 
by 
Saigon 
forces. 


Abrams is the U.S. commander 
in Vietnarti. '

U N . defeat on China represen- 
tation is still being counted, but 
it is clear the effects reach be- 
yond the loss of a seat for the 
Nationalist government. 


With just over a week gone 


by since Nationalist China was 
expelled from the world organi- 
zation, the vote has touched on 
the U.S. foreign aid program, 
the domestic Japanese political 
situation. U.S. relations with 
Taiwan. Washington's attitude 
toward the U.N. and American 
foreign policy generally. 


However, there is dispute be- 


tween the Nixon administration 
and its critics over the signifi- 
cant of some of these ramifi- 
cations. 


For instance, State Depart- 


ment sources say they doubt 
the U.N. vote was a serious 
factor in the death of the cur- 
rent foreign aid program at the 
hands of the Senate last 'Fri- 


day. 


"It 
was a combination of 


frustration by liberals who op-

"Throw in some circumstances 
of time and the fact of a large 
number of absentees and you 
have a defeat." 


He acknowledged one of the 


circumstances was the U.N. ac- 
tion. 


On the other side, liberal and 


conservative critics of the for- 
eign aid program said the U.N. 
vote did indeed play an impor- 
tant role in defeating the assis- 
tance measure. 


Angered by the Nationalist 


expulsion, some conservatives 
voted against extending foreign 
aid because it contained funds 
for U.N.-related programs. Oth- 
er senators, including Edward 
M. Kennedy, D-Mass., and Ja-

Irish Alert 
Sea, Land

DUBLIN (AP) - The Irish 


government today alerted sea, 
air and land forces along the 
southwest coast to intercept a 
tiny cargo ship suspected of 
bringing arms from Europe to 
the Irish Republican Army. 


Meanwhile, two persons were 


killed and 36 injured Tuesday 
in Belfast when gunmen blew 
vip a tavern and a clothing 
store. Others were feared bur- 
ied in the rubble. It was the 
biggest casualty toll from one 
guerrilla operation in the two 
years of communal warfare in 
Northern Ireland. 


The ship, the 400-ton Kilcrea, 


was reported plowing through 
heavy seas off the coast of 
Cork, making slow headway 
against a gale. 


Truckloads 
of 
troops con- 


verged on the village of Cappa, 
near Limerick, where the ship 
was scheduled to dock. High- 
ranking police officers joined 
the contingent, a navy min- 
esweeper put out to sea, and a 
search plane was ordered up at 
dawn.

Belgium three weeks ago, and

tion, had warned she might 
also have a consignment of 
weapons aboard.

Venereal Disease 
Can Cause Sterility 


By Lawrence Lamb, M.D. 
Dear Dr. Lamb-Is it not 


a fact that a woman who had 
gonorrhea or any VI) very 
likely will never be able to 
have a child? Wouldn't she 
miscarry the first one and 
thereafter miscarry without 
being aware of it? I have 
seen two cases that seemed 
to turn out that way. 


Dear Reader — Untreated 


gonorrhea in the female at- 
tacks the tubes. This results 
in scar formation blocking 
the tubes. The egg released 
from the ovary normally has 
to enter the mouth of the 
tube and pass through the 
tube to the uterus to he fer- 
tilized. If the tube is blocked 
the egg never gets to the 
uterus to be fertilized. Hence 
the woman doesn't get preg- 
nant at all. This means she 
can't miscarry a pregnancy 
that doesn't exist. 


If 
gonorrhea 
is 
ti fated 


soon enough there is a good 
chance the tubes may not be 
affected. A female may not 
have symptoms to warn her 
and once the illness is dis- 
covered it could be too late. 


Syphilis can result in abor- 


tions. I would think the first 
one would lead to its dis- 
covery and treatment. If the 
woman was still able to get 
pregnant she would probably 
not be any more likely to 
abort than other women. 


1 doubt that many miscar- 


riages are caused uy venereal 
disease. The big problem is. 
sterility. With the high in- 
cidence of g o n o r r h e a in 
young people this could have 
a significant impact on limit- 
ing the population growth if 
it remains unchecked. In a 
sense this acts as a selection 
process for the continuation 
of the species. The subse- 
quent generation may come 
from parents who have been 
less permissive in t h e i r 
habits. 


Dear Dr. Lamb—Could you 


tell me if it is possible that 
insulin users would endanger 
their health if their daily 
dosage w a s unnecessarily 
high? If no ill effects are 
apparent could it, in the long 
term, nave a debilitating ef- 
fect? 


Dear Reader — Too much 


insulin will cause the blood 
sugar to drop to low levels 
and cause symptoms. One 
can go into insulin shock 
from the low blood sugar. 
This has been used frequent- 
ly as a way of inducing 
shock for psychiatric treat- 
ment in certain types of pa- 
tiento. 


If "no ill effects are ap- 


parent" it is unlikely that 
the individual could be get- 
ting too much insulin. With- 
out symptoms of too much 
insulin 1 doubt there can be 
any long term debilitating 
effects either

Q. Due to some unusual 


business expenses on my farm 
last year, my net profit was only 
$575 although I took in over $3000. 
My neighbor told me I can report 
on part of the $3000. Is this 
correct? 


A. Yes, your neighbor was 


referring to the optional method 
of figuring net earnings. This 
method allows a farmer whose 
gross farm income is over $2400 
and whose net earnings are less 
than $1600 to report either $1600 
or his actual net earnings as self 
employment income. Therefore, 
you could either report $1600 or 
your actual net of $575. 


Q. As a self employed farmer, 


will my social security benefits 
be figured the same way as the 
person who has always worked 
for wages? 


A. Yes, there is no difference in 


the computation. 


Q. I have recently entered into 


an agreement to rent out 1500 
acres of my cotton land. I will 
receive a share of the crop and 
pay part of the expenses. Is this 
income counted for social 
security purposes? 


A. We cannot give you a 


definite answer without more 
information. Rental income does 
not usually count for social 
security purposes. However, 
farm rental imcome does count 
if, under the rental arrangement, 
the farm landlord "materially 
participates" in the actual 
production of the farm com- 
modities or in the management 
of 
production. 
The 
social 


security office has a booklet, 
"Farmers are Asking About 
Farm Rental Income—Does It 
Count 
for 
Social 
Security 


Payments?" which we will be 
glad to mail to you. 


Q. Is it possible that a person 


might have to file a tax return 
because of his farm income, and 
yet not owe income tax? 


A. Yes. If your net earnings 


from self-employment are $400 
or more, you must file an income 
tax return and report your self- 
employment income even if you 
would not otherwise be required 
to file an income tax return for 
the year.

Turf Makers Ask 
Full Probe Into 
Injury Causes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Man- 


ufacturers of synthetic football 
fields say their product is safe 
and that a House subcommittee 
should investigate instead other 
causes of player injuries, in- 
cluding the game itself. 


"We have engineered our sys- 


tem to be as safe as we can 
make it within the framework 
of the sport," said Gene Troy, 
an official 
of Monsanto Co., 


maker of. Astroturf. "However, 
we cannot control the style of 
play, the protective equipment 
and footwear used, or the con- 
ditioning, attitude and coaching 
of the players involved." 


James F. Higgins, spokesman 


for the 3M Co., maker of Tar- 
tan Turf, said rules changes, 
resistive exercises, game tech- 
niques and equipment all in- 
crease the injury potential. 


"We believe the more valid 


question is the sport of football 
itself," said Morton Broffman, 
president of American Biltrite 
Rubber Co., which manufac- 
tures Polyturf. 


The three testified Tuesday 


at a hearing on artificial turf 
being held by the subcommittee 
on commerce and finance. 


On 
Monday, the 
subcom- 


mittee, chaired by Rep. John 
E. Moss, D-Calif,, heard sev- 
eral witnesses ask for a mora- 
torium on installing artificial 
turfs 
until a 
comprehensive 


study is made to determine if 
the synthetic fields cause more 
injuries to players than grass 
fields cause. 


Troy disputed the testimony 


of Ed Garvey, executive direc- 
tor of the National Football 
league Players' Association. 


"We contend 
that charges 


made by the 
NFLPA 
that 


'there has been an alarming 
rise in player injuries on ac- 
count of the increased use of 
artificial surfaces' are irrespon- 
sible and completely 
without 


basis in fact," Troy said. 


"It is the consensus of opin- 


ion of team physicians, trainers 
and orthopedic surgeons that 
synthetic turf does not acceler- 
ate or extend the rate of in- 
jury," he said. 


"To the contrary, data and 


information from our custom- 
ers indicates that severe in- 
juries occur with less frequency 
on our product than on natural 
grass."

Witchita Crash 
Spurs Reform In 
Plane Leasing 


By DICK BARNES

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Federal 
Aviation 
Adminis- 


tration has proposed a "truth in 
leasing" plan for large airplane 
users in its latest safety move 
following the Wichita State Uni- 
versity football charter disaster 
more than a year ago. 


The action, published Friday 


in the Federal Register, puts 
into the regulatory mill the last 
of the rules recommendations 
made to the FAA by a Depart- 
ment of Transportation task 
force which investigated char- 
ter operations. 


Secretary of Transportation 


John Volpe ordered the study 
shortly after 31 persons died as 
a result of the crash of Wich- 
ita's 
chartered 
two-engine 


plane. 


A 
firm 
theoretically 
had 


leased the plane to Wichita 
State while a crew was pro- 
vided 
from 
elsewhere. 
This 


clouded the question of who 
was responsible for the plane's 
operation. The National Trans- 
portation Safety Board found 
the arrangement was a subter- 
fuge designed to evade federal 
charter rules. 


The proposed "truth in leas- 


ing" clause would require a 
copy of any lease or conditional 
sale of a large or turbine pow- 
ered, multi-engine aircraft be 
filed with the FAA. 


And the lease would have to 


contain, in large type, agree- 
ment between the lessor and 
lessee on who was responsible 
for 
the 
aircraft's 
operation, 


along with certification by the 
lessor that the aircraft com- 
plied with applicable FAA 
maintenance 
and 
inspection 


rules. 


The proposal does not put the 


new rule onto the books. The 
FAA must allow until Jan. 28, 
1972, for the public to comment. 
Three or more months will be 
taken to digest the comments 
and set forth the actual rule, 
which then allows further lead 
tune for notice before it goes 
mlo effect.
